just been received. While a performance 
was in progress at a puppet theatre the 
structure took firo and was entirely de- 
stroyed. Forty-seven persons lost-tlieLr lives 
nnd twelve others wero injured. 


Tho show was in a largo hall over a tavern. 


There wero ninety persons in the hall. A 
Bengal light was used to represent fire, and 
thospiirks from this set fire to a quantity of 
straw and firewood in an adjacent room. On 
perceiving tho flames tho showman shouted 
"Fire!" but the spectators thought tho cry 
was merely a realistic detail of tho show, and 
remained seated.

arock." 


Tho followers oC Christ, tho Great 


Teacher, were called disciples or learners. 
To pain tho ends of. His instruction, they 
must accept, as the text, indicates, these 
fundamental conditions: Earnest pursuit 
of knowledge, humbleness 
of 
spirit, 


strict attention to His words and obedi- 
ence to His requirements. All educa- 
tional worn, in f urnishiDg the best pro- 
ducts, must practice the methods of this 
Master. There is not sought the devel- 
opment of an acute intellect, however in- 
dispensable, but the formation of coirect 
habits of thinking, a loving disposition 
aud o righteous purpose of tbe soul. 


Let us notice, at length, tho traits of 


character which a college should airu to 
establish in the minds of its students. 
First. Every youth atteu di n g its class- 


es for a period, should bo habituated to 
unvarying diligence. Ho should learn 
to devote himself rssiduously to his own 
physical and mental improvement. Earn- 
est and oft-repeated action on the play- 
ground or in the gymnastic exorcises 
should not be neglected. A strong and 
active body is needed for the highest 
success in every calling. Arduous and 
prolonged effort is often required in the 
mastery of any business. The choica of 
a congenial pursuit is ftn excellent incan- 
tive to tho industry of tho youth. Labor is 
genius, not alone in the higher occupa- 
tions of life.' The leading spirits in the 
great enterprises of to-duy acquired, as a 
rule, their methods of intense diligence 
in tho hard '.study, close, thinking and 
prompt action required in our schools. 


Second. Ardent dcsire'for knowledge 


is another 


TEAIT TO BE CULTIVATED. 


In the mind of the child, this is the ir- 


resisbibleimpulse.whichpb.es tho many, 
questions o£ parents' and teachers, A 
thought gained excites the longing^to ac- 
quire- other thoughts. A partial view of 
the realm of learning often creates tho 
resolution to traverse tho whole as far as 
possible. Tbe work of a school is pri- 
maiily to stimulate the pupil's nund to 
demand -wholesome knowledge. 
The 


study of physical forces.and natural 
science is greatly beneficial in effecting 
this result... The eagerness of tho rniptt 
:o gain knowledge is.often best satisfied 
by old-fashioned stories, by maxims of 
;ho wise, by narratives of bold adven- 
;ures, by solving difficult problems ii. 
numbers and by acquiring tho ideas ot 
'amous explorers and'inventors. 


Third. The third valuable trait to be 


formed is maturity of mind. This is ex- 
hibited in the grasp of thought, tho 
quickness of intellectual penetration, tho 
ready uso of tho information ocquired, 
and the accuracy of judgment. It shows 
;ho careful hoarding of knowledge; but 
more, the steady reflection upon tLnngs 
earned. 
The mind overloaded with 


suowledgo and no chance given to ap- 
propriate it ""to"'desired ends' in patient 
meditation' or practical effoit,is weak- 
ened or ciippled, every moment having 
ost freedom and vigor. 
Study in our 


schools is not pursued so much, to ac- 
quire information as to discipline the 
mind, and this discipline is best effected 
by the mastery 
ot 
those 
subjects 


which 
develop... symmetrically 
the 


mental 
powers. • • • • Some 
studies 


are peculiarly adapted, by tho cul- 
ture imd practical knowledge which they 
'uruish, to prepare the mind for large and 
successful efforts. Among these is the 
study ot human nature in its individual 
aspects. This is commended by the com- 
bined spirit of philosophy and morals. 
Each person is uii epitome of all things. 
In him are found tho elements, tbo prin- 
ciples, and the laws of both the material 
and spiritual universe. Every young 
person should thoroughly know himself. 
In weighing correctly the questions which 
usitate'society, it is necessary to examine 
carefully tho history of communities and 
the intlueuco of governing ideas on tho 
events oC the ase. Tho mind of a student 
is enriched aud ilataed by appreciating 
the standard works oC tour" literature. A 
vast injury results to him by cramming 
his memory with undigested fucts from 
numerous subjects and dull books. 


Fourth. The student should bo dis- 


tinguished for his 


riiKVEXT liOVE OF TKCTII. 


For this tho mind is made, as the heart is 
for hnppinoss. Tiuth is iu proper cle- 
ment. To meet this demand, the world 
is abounding with facts and ideas. By 
tho apprehension ot truth, we can^ tame 
rind render-useful the f-irces of nature; 
for we have discovered fioir unvarying 
modes cf operation. 
'1 lu- j-.vortb. ot this 


apprehension is more dihui.elly ssau from 
the fitful, fantastic aud detractive influ- 


ence of leading errors in judgment. 
Many arc the increased facilities for grat- 
ifying a passionate fondness for truth in 
general, arid.in special studies and pur- 
suits, lleahties perceived nourish the 
lovo far trutb. The heroic manner, grasp- 
ing his chart of the seas and tables of as- 
tronomical 
directions, 
ventures upon 


dangerous paths in the wild wastes of uu- 
known waters; .for he knows tbat his 
charts and tables are the results of patient 
and accurate investigation. 


Fifth. The trait most useful to the in- 


dividual and the -world, and requiring-the 
greatest attention to ih development, .is 
the 
constant 
and 
careful 
practice 


of 
rectitude. 
Tho 
most 
honored 


teachers of all ages havo regarded the 
moral.training of their pupils as the high- 
est duty which they could perform for 
them, society and the author o.f our be- 
ing. Surely, not all our inquiries should 
bo confined to the nature and fitness of 
intellectual culture. Must we repress all 
our anxieties and silence our feelings ot 
alarm when we see- an inexperienced 
youtb, endowed as he is with an immortal 
spirit, and.at.the .very crisis.of liis moral 
career maturing opinions, adopting prin- 
ciples and forming habits which will effect 
it not decide forever his character for 
good or ill ? 


There are perils to. the soul in tho usucl 


discipline of tho youthful powers. 
Lit- 


tle learning intoxicates the brain with 
self-conceit, and much learning does not 
always dissipate it. The grandest subject 
of human research which are found in tbe 
moral and religious sphere are slight, as 
are also the means of .'the intellect's best 
culture. Tbo understanding controlled 
by irreligious impulses is a power allied 
to insanity, for it apprehends realities 
through an unnatural medium and inf uses 
itself in. yielding to unsubdued animosi- 
ties. Piety has always been recommend- 
ed by oven the great heathen instructors 
as needed for the •usefulness and enjoy- 
ment of every person. 
Permanent hap- 


piness, can be realized only at the foun- 
tains of personal gratitude. With conse- 
cration to the higher life, the student can 
become the companion of the holiest 
leaders of the earth, the pure angels in 
Heaven _and Deity himself. 


The highest known example of remark- 


able virtue should bo selected from his- 
tory or personal acquaintances, to guide 
the youth in his moral education 
Shall
